Lewiston, Mr., March IH. — Pro- 
bably the only deaf-inute who evc^r 
hehl a |)08ition as brakeman on a 
railroad has just resigned his job on 
the Maine Central. He is S. J. 
Sterrett, known to all the freight, 
crews as " Dummy." and he has 
been in the railroad bu.iiriess for 
many years. Although he could 
not hear a sound or spciak a word, 
he was acknowledged by the con- 
ductors and the officials of the road 
to be much more efficient in the 
discharge of his duties than many 
others who are gifted with speech 
and h(!aring. In all the years of 
his service for the roa<l h<« never 
met an accident of any kind. 

He was born in Bangor, and ain- 
'used himself in his boyhood in the 
railroa<l yards by throwingswitchos, 
copuling cars and doing other work 
of yard men. When he was IK 
years old, he was ap|)ointed brakes- 
man on a fiei lit train running lie- 
twee'n Bangor ami Waterville. Fie 
went on as middleman, and was 
soon promoted to the head end. 

Then! he had difficulty in mak- 
ing theonginoer and lireman unfhtr- 
stand him, and h(s was fiansreired 
to the caboose. He was si ill hold - 
ing that position when he resigned 
last week. 

While he was a<rting as head 
brakeman the station agents along 
the line had trouble in understand- 
ing what " Dummy" was erdeavor- 
ing to tell them in tli(» mute signs. 
He would juinj) off a train ari<l run 
to the agents, who would wave 
their hands at "Dummy," think 
ing he could tell by their motions 
what cars were to bo moved. But 
"Dummy" took no chances on 
inakinir a mistake, neither would 
he waste time with the agents. He 
would quickly pull out a pad and 
pencil and hav<i the agent write 
what he wished to say, and the 
work was soon done. 

Manyagi'iits along the lino learn- 
ed the deaf and dumb signs, and 
passengers waiting for trains have 
I een much amused to sei' " Dum- 
my" jump off th<( train and (ion- 
verse with the agent in the sign 
language. He could tell by in- 
stinct the whistle of a locomotive 
when it was a mile away. Whihi 
in the bu)/gy, if the engineer 
shouhl whistle for down brakes, 
" Dummy" would jump from his 
seat and tighten up the brake, while 
the others in the car had not heard 
a sound. 

If anything was wrong with the 
train Sterrett was one of the first to 
know about it, and was usually 
the one to locate the cause. In 
many waj's he was rjiiicker in de- 
tecting trouble than the rest of the 
.';rew. When the train was wait- 
ing on a siding Sterrett could tell 
if another train was corning, even 
if it was a mile away. He wouhl 
f)ften notify his comjianions of tlw 
fa<!t, although th«)y had not heard 
a sound. Sterrett is now living in 
Lewiston, and his friends say that 
he may soon return to railroading.

In successive sea- 
sons we have witnessed the fads of 
so(siety appfsar and disa()iM'ai. Wi- 
have all luiard of tins craze for 
Napoleon teas and evenings, of 
Lincoln teas and dinners, anil soon 
till the subj<!cts have been exhaust- 
ed almost. But it appears that 
Sofsiety has hit upon a new ehord, 
and that the <dd fiddle is not worth 
throwing away till the rusw liiuus 
has la-en keyed to the [)ro])er pil(-li, 
at least the Eclectic t!lub, as its 
name suggests, has found the new 
chord work excellently. This n(sw 
wrinkle <sorisists in "singing" as 
the d«'af do. I do believe it would 
lie r(sal fun lo see them sang like a 
deaf-mute ; so when they sing lik«s 
th(s leaf in such a famous resort as 
Delmonieos there must have been 
something worth seelug. But the 
ever fiitnnf papi-rs <-an't see 
humor of the thing, and their 
count is that Miss Eva, Smith 
tertained the dub there in 
uiii(|ue niarmer. The ac(-ompanist 
was Miss (Jraecs Dunbar, and while 
she thumped theairwilh her fingers, 
acciording to the press. Miss Smith 
reeited in signs "Near«-r. My (iod, 
to Thee," and " ('oming Thro' the 
Rye." Slws also n-ad a papi'r on 
the deaf and dumb and gave some 
interesting Htor'wH of them. 

This novel deimrtureof tins hear- 
ing entertaining the heiiring in the 
sign-languagf-, is another featln-r in 
this eaf) of the e<-h-(-tic system of 
educating: the deaf. Siieh events 
are apt to do the deaf yood and 
serve to (snlighten the healing popu- 
lation to the benefits and grace of 
the sign language when i)r'oi)erly 
iiS4>d. If socicsly aiiopts tins (sourse 
[iiirsued by Miss Smith, the deaf 
will t»e mor(s talked of, more re- 
spected, more sought for and more 
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thought of by the world. The be- 
nefits derived, financially and 
socially from such, would \h>. main- 
fold, and it wouhl add still more 
humor to the saying of the ultra or- 
alists, that "oralisin restorc-s the 
deaf to So<-iety." The deaf really 
are restoretl to nothing tlu-rcsby, for 
how can thi-y bo rp.sforeil to any- 
thing that they rirvrr possessed. If 
th(>y possess the power to speak, 
tln'y gain in the knowledge of it by 
l)ractice and study. But to bo re- 
store<i to society by it, is a wrinkle 
thai very few people can under- 
stand, not even the oralists.

Now the last of what remained of 
the "Old Fiftieth Street School" is 
gone.

The number of 
recovered dead so far comes un<ier 
twenty, and its awfulncss nuiy not 
l)e known for a week, and perhaps 
never, as the fust four bodies taken 
out of the ruins wei-e cluirred and 
portioned that identification is im- 
po.ssible. The thousands of tons of 
brick and beams that fell, must 
have crushed most ofthe victims to 
a shapeless mass. 'I'here are thou- 
sands of people watchinu: th(! woi'k 
of removing the debris, and as the 
l)olice keep them a block away each 
way, they see vei'y little. Some of 
them had i-elatives in the hotel. 
As I passed within the fire lines 
Saturday, after some twenty police- 
men had carelessly glanced at my 
badge, I was accosted by a young 
man who asked me if I had seen 
anything of the housekeeper. 1 
had not. The young man told me 
she was his mother, l)Ut all he 
could do was to stand outside the 
fire lines in a pouring rain and 
wait, wait, wait, with anguish in 
his heart — and he is only one of 
hundreds. 

As one passes througli West 
ICighteenth str-eet he cannot help 
looking at the new building 
where St. Ann's Chur<!h stood for 
so nuiny years. Tlie sight of the 
new building now there, and which 
has "St. Ann's" emblazoned on its 
front, presents a sti'ong contrast to 
the famili.ir sights previous to four 
years ago. 

The satirical Brooklyn man wlio 
siirned himself " Frank "asks what 
kind of a lucrative position the deaf 
man held in a hotel that 1 i-eferred 
to — and further asks if " bartender 
or cashier. " Neither, my dear sir. 
His duties are simple — he goes to 
other places and gets quotations on 
the races, and sometimes writes out 
the card on the* laim* blackboard. 
You see now? His salary is twenty- 
tiv(* dollar's a week for six days; 
hours from one to eight P.M. Is 
not this lucrative? Oh, a regular 
snap! You would ask one more 
qu«'stion, but I will answer it with- 
out the interrt>galion — his brother 
is the proprietor. 

Frank 'J'urner sent in his resig- 
nation to the New York Deaf-Mute 
Club some memths ago, but it gent- 
ly re [loses on the table, in the hope, 
on th<* part of the members, that, he 
can be persuaded to withdraw it. 

Max Miller .sent in his resignation 
to the M. L. A., but it has not yet 
been accepted, and Max wants it 
known that he is no longer a mem- 
ber of this association, as they had 
absolutely no reason to delay 
acfcptaiice. 

The br(*wersof this city contribute 
well to <'harify. According to S. 
M. lirown's l.'isi report, he collected 
fi'om twenty-nine brewers amounts 
ranging from 50 cents to $5 — total- 
ing $ri0.r)O in a single month; and 
during a whole year Mr. W. (Gilbert 
collected $211, from Hi breweries.

To think in these very 
walls forty thousand jirisoners had 
been kept throughout the four 
years of the war I No wonder the 
terrific hammering of (^rant's 
legions at Peter-sburg was the sweet- 
est music their ears ever heard. f<ir 
it meant Liberty. 

The museum claims to contain 
more Confedei'ate I'clics than any 
other in the world. Among them 
we noticed the Appomattox table, 
upon which (Srant and Lee drew 
the terms of surrender, and near 
them pictures depicting the scene, 
thus giving one a good id(>a of the 
closing event of th(> war. A jilate 
of the Merrimac is exhibited, r<^- 
calling that troublesome customer 
that, afl<M" sinking the CuiiiIum- 
land and Congress, was called to 
halt by the Monitor when it at- 
tempted to sink the Minnesota the 
next day. The six chairs that oc- 
cupied the box of Ford's Theatr(> 
on the night of the assassination 
and the bed on which I>iiicoln died 
are exhibited, along with hisde;ith- 
mask and a plaster castof his hand. 
The letters and portraits of gen- 
erals and statesmen of both sides 
are a valuable exhibit, but one has 
no time to waste over the faded 
ink stains. It seems strange that 
the Confederate generals who in- 
flicted upon the country its hardest 
blows were West Point trained 
men, as (ierierals Lee, Jackson, 
Stuart, Beaui-egard, Pickett, Earl^, 
etc. .TefTersorr D.avis was also at 
West Point. Comment** ai*e un- 
necessary.

Another complaint was then made, 
and Mr. Reider was [iromised to 
have it attended to buy an expert 
only a few days before. No expert 
lijici put ill an appearance up to 
Satuidiiy evening.

Ill . .i.i^i.iied cases that engage 
the attention of attorneys there are 
rumors that when the offenders are 
brought to the bar of justice the 
principal witness against them will 
Im^ a series of photogra[)hs. It has 
been impossit>le for the newspaper 
representatives whr> have followed 
th«-se ca.ses ti) run (heir rumors to 
earth, and at the present writing 
tht» piobat)ility of th< »e photographs 
being used as exhibits in the case 
is very remote. A leading memijer 
of the bar ih endeavoring to explain 
why this is so said : 

"The impression naturally pre- 
vails that if photographs showing 
f«!tsons in the act of committing a 
crime exist, or phot,ographs which 
fn»ni a moral point of view dis- 
creditable can be placed in evi- 
denf!e, the prosecutiorj posseswjs the 
surest kind of evidence. This 
' spread impression is alisolutely 
for the history of photo- 
lic evidence is that of all wit- 
s the sun is the biggest liar of 
them all." 

" Surely yon didn't mean that 
the sun lies, and that evidence of 
the camera, the film on the dry 
plate, cat! Ijc controverted and can 
even be shown U> be perjured ?" 

" It has been done so often," said 
the legal li«ht, "that lawyers look 
with a c^)nsiderable degree of 
douljt Uf)on photographs of any 
kind. They are almost inclined to 
go to the opjKmite extreme from 
a^rcepting them as goo^l evidence 
and throw them out as worse than 
doubtful. 

"Scientists only cjin prove that 
the person shown in the picture real- 
ly sat (or it or if two or more 
persons are grouped in the pho- 
tograph experts have to be called 
in to prove by a long, tiresome and

ly fighting seriously. It was not 
necessary for these gentlemen to 
pose for this photograph. I had 
the negative with the figure, and 
as I also had profile views of both 
"duellists," the composition of the 
fancy picture was easy. At first 
glance this is a picture which might 
be put forward as evidence to prove 
that those two men had fought a 
duel and so broken the law. But 
it would be easy in this case to 
prove the contrary, as accurate 
measurement would show that these 
iKjdies do not belong to the heads. 

" Such proof is not always avail- 
able. Foreshortening, focusing, 
and other elements connected with 
our art l)ring about very strange 
result*. The final result may look 
like nature, but it is a matter of 
compromise. " 

In the case of ordinary portraits 
one knows how untruthful is the 
sun. 15y an adjustment of lights, 
shadows and extraneous aids very 
plain and even ugly persons are 
made to look handsome in photo- 
graphs. Then the retoucher's 
work has to be considered. Before 
he puts his hand on a negative it is 
usually a mass of hard lines; he 
softens some, accentuates others 
and wholly removes others. 

This flattery is too well known 
to need anything more than a men- 
tion. Some of the more famous 
"lies "of the camera will l>etter 
serve to prove the affirmative of 
the question. 

Twenty years ago "spirit" pic- 
tures, so called, were popular, and 
their mystery adde<l wonderfully to 
iheir iKjpularity. These "spirit" 
photographs showed the living sis- 
ter in any conventional attitude, 
and therein differed in no way from 
olher photographs, except that they 
were extremely [>oor specimens of 
the art of photograpliy. But lean- 
ing on the shoulder of the sitter, or 
jierhaps hovering over him, could 
be seen a dim wraith-like form attir- 
ed in filmy white, with the features 
alwa.>Hindistinguishable and vague. 
This was the wife, or mother or the 
"spirit" photographer had com- 
placently come out of the " vague " 
to be photographed. 

This appearance was a jttgglery, 
of course, and prfxluced by simple 
means. The photographer always 
had to find out in advance whether 
the sitter ha<l lost a wife, or what- 
soever relative, and then he could 
prcKluce a spirit dimly representa- 
tive of the one reqiiire<l. Nowa- 
days, it seems incredible thai any 
human being, however simple, 
should be taken in by this gross 
imposition, yet thousands were, 
and the "spirit" pictures remain 
treasures in many country albums 
even lo this day. 

llocently, an article on this sub- 
ject was published in the Siertr., of 
I'aris. It was called "The Lies of 
Photography," and was profus<?ly 
illustrated. That this article was 
compiled in a somewhat malicious 
spirit d*)es not affect its value here. 

The Jour, another Paris periwli- 
cal, once thought it could prove 
that Col. Picquart was a traitor. 
It had in its possession a photxj- 
graph, proc,ure<l somehow, repre- 
senting the heroic colonel ir: con- 
ference with SchwartK-Koi)i>en. 

The Jour, with this evidence, 
thought it could clear up the whole 
Dreyfus m3'stery. The existence 
of this precious phot/ograph was 
announced with many flourishes 
and discfmcerting headlines, but 
just as it was about to be brought 
into court, and just as the 
Jor/r Ijegan to look forward to its 
great notoriety, a funny thing 
happened. The cardhouse toppled 
over and strewed itself upon the 
ground, for the army records them- 
selves proved abwjiutely that 
Colonel Picquart had never been in 
Germany, while it was equally well 
known that Schwartz-Koppen had 
not fxsen in Paris or in France for 
that month or for a s<;ore of years. 
The Jour was threatened with a suit 
for lil>el "'III wjm otdiired to back 
down. 

But thi re YVrtn ii..; photograph 
Htill, and the people were at a loss 
to account for it. The phenome- 
non botherefl even the experts.

'i'he " lies of photography " have 
never l)«©n so clearly shown as In 
this Parisian publication. They 
veil known to photographic ex- 
all the world over, and possi- 
bly not one of them would put any 



weight on a photograph, no matter 
what it revealed. This degree of 
unbelief is only varied by "finish- 
ed" photographs— that is, photo- 
graphs that have been retouched 
and burnished. The first proof of a 
negative which is virarin of the re- 
toucher probably gets as near the 
truth as anything in the way of 
natural evidence, but negatives are 
of glass or some iqnally brittle 
substance, and they are never or 
rarely put in evidence in a court of 
law. — Edward Regan in N. Y. 
Sunday News. 
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Persons who have had trouble in 
having their sidewalks cleared of 
snow and ice, should sprinkle the 
walk with a thick coating of coarse 
salt, which can be secured very 
cheaply in bulk.
